ANNUAL  REPORTS 


ALUMNAE  PRESIDENT 

This  has  been  a busy  and  productive  year  for  the  association.  The  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  MGH  NAA  held  6 meetings  over  the  course  of  the  year  and  is 
working  hard  toward  the  125th  anniversary  of  the  school  next  September.  It  is 
an  exciting  time  to  be  president  of  the  association.  The  work  we  have  been  doing 
over  the  last  year  has  been  directed  toward  two  major  goals. 

First  to  make  the  association  more  efficient,  fiscally  based  and  move  toward  a 
non-profit  501-C3  status  with  the  IRS.  We  revised  the  By-laws  as  part  of  the 
requirements  for  the  501  -C3  application  that  was  submitted  to  the  IRS.  We  hope 
to  hear  before  January  1 if  our  application  has  been  approved.  This  will  allow  us 
to  mail  at  much  lower  rates  and  give  us  other  tax  benefits  including  making  all 
donations  to  the  association  tax  deductible.  The  computer  systems  in  the  office 
have  been  upgraded  and  our  membership  data  base  and  financial  records  are  now 
in  a new  format.  Once  all  the  glitches  are  ironed  out  we  will  have  the  ability  to 
do  far  more  with  our  data  in  a far  more  effective  and  efficient  manner.  We 
continue  to  assess  how  the  funds  controlled  by  the  association  are  invested  and  are 
seeking  the  safest  but  most  advantageous  route  to  go.  The  Finance  Task  Force  is 
doing  a massive  job  to  get  the  Board  all  of  the  needed  information  to  make  a 
realistic  decision. 

Without  Lee  Drago,  Mim  Huggard,  Doris  Morrissette  and  Carolyn  Thayer  the 
office  would  not  be  as  efficient  as  it  is  and  the  work  of  the  officers  would  be 
greatly  increased.  Our  thanks  to  all  of  them  for  a superb  job. 

The  second  goal  is  to  collect  and  preserve  the  history  of  the  association  and 
become  the  archivist  for  history  on  nursing  education  at  MGH.  The  office  in  it’s 
move  last  year  began  the  process  of  sorting  and  storing  historical  memorabilia. 
As  part  of  the  125th  celebration  a written  history  is  being  done  that  will 
encompass  the  last  25  years,  continuing  where  the  “Centennial  Review”  left  off. 
In  researching  for  this  book  audio  taped  interviews  are  being  done  and  the  Board 
voted  to  purchase  a video  camera  to  do  video  interviews  as  well.  To  date  four 
video  interviews  have  been  done  with  three  more  scheduled.  The  tapes  will 
remain  as  part  of  the  historical  archive  at  the  Alumnae  Office.  The  hope  is  to 
interview  both  old  and  young  grads,  people  who  have  made  the  history  of  the 
school,  faculty,  and  others  so  that  our  written  history  will  also  have  a visual 
support  to  it.  Beyond  putting  the  tapes  in  the  archives,  we  have  not  determined 
any  other  use  but  once  we  have  a large  number  of  tapes  we  might  edit  portions 
and  create  a visual  history. 

The  125th  committee  is  working  and  seeking  volunteers  to  help  with  the  many 
jobs  that  will  be  needed  to  make  an  event  of  this  magnitude  a success.  Please 


volunteer  if  you  can  and  even  if  you  can  not  volunteer  make  sure  that  you  put  the 
date  on  your  calendar.  I look  forward  to  seeing  all  of  you  at  our  three  day  gala 
125th  anniversary  next  September.

5.  Mary  announced  the  dates  for  the  125th  Anniversary  Celebration  - September 
25,  26,  and  27th  1998  at  the  Radisson  Hotel  (formerly  the  ‘57).  Information  was 
given  on  room  availability  at  special  rates,  the  programs  and  tours  are  being 
planned.  A book  on  the  history  of  the  last  25  years  is  in  production  and  will  be 
ready  for  the  celebration.  The  core  committee  is  seeking  volunteers  willing  to 
work  on  various  parts  of  the  celebration.

8.  New  Business: 


a.  The  Quilt  that  has  been  made  for  the  125th  was  discussed.  Much 
discussion  centered  around  the  Quilt  made  by  some  of  our  more  creative 
members.  Pictures  were  circulated.  Suggestions  were  made  on  how  best  to 
utilize  it.  A member  spoke  on  the  reasons  for  making  the  quilt.  After  much 
discussion  the  following  motion  was  made:  that  the  quilt  be  preserved  for 
posterity,  that  the  members  could  adopt  a square  of  the  quilt  at  a specific  cost  and 
their  contribution  be  recognized,  and  that  the  quilt  stay  at  MGH  on  display.  This 
motion  was  seconded  and  approved  by  all  in  attendance. 

9.  A vote  was  taken  to  destroy  the  ballots.

TREASURER  S REPORT 


For  the  Fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1996,  the  MGH  Nurses'  Alumnae 
Association  received  a total  of  $155,068.00  from  bequests,  dues,  the  annual  fund 
drive,  donations,  loan  payments,  interest  from  bank  accounts  and  capital 
appreciation  from  investments. 

For  that  same  period,  expenses  for  the  general  operations  of  the  association  were 
$55,688.00.  Therefore  the  Association  had  a cash  increase  of  $99,380.  For 
comparative  purposes,  fiscal  1995  had  a surplus  of  $71,273. 

The  cash  surplus  of  $99,380  was  from: 

1.  Bequests  of  $81,348  (restricted) 

2.  Interest  and  Dividends  of  $14,208 

3.  Increased  proceeds  from  the  Fund  Drive  $5,017 

Fiscal  1996  was  another  banner  year  with  increased  cash  flow  from  all  fund 
activities.  There  were  eight  scholarships  issued,  one  award,  and  three  loans 
granted.

I HP  Corner 


In  September,  Dr  Maureen  Groer  resigned  from  the  presidency  of  the  IHP.  She 
returned  to  the  College  of  Nursing  at  the  University  of  Tennessee  and  to  her 
family  in  Knoxville.  She  felt  she  needed  to  decrease  the  strain  of  a commuter 
marriage  and  have  a less  stressful  lifestyle.  We  wish  her  well  in  her  new  job  and 
hope  she  will  join  us  next  year  at  the  125th.  She  took  time  out  of  her  busy  work 
load  as  she  began  to  get  ready  to  leave  to  work  with  the  association  and  gave  us  a 
wonderful  interview  on  video. 


Excerpts  from  a letter  to  the  Alumnae  dated  October  14,  1997  from  Matina 
Horner  Ph.D.,  Chair,  Board  of  Trustees: 

I write  to  apprise  you  of  recent  developments  at  the  MGH  Institute  of  Health 
Professions.  The  academic  year  has  begun  with  the  admission  of  some  127  new 
students  who  join  our  continuing  and  special  students  to  create  a student  body  of 
530  talented  individuals.  Our  newest  program  - the  Graduate  Program  in 
Clinical  Investigation  - will  open  formally  in  January  of  1998,  but  already  20 
individuals  are  taking  a class  with  the  director  of  the  program,  Dr.  Richard 
Ferraro.  In  September,  the  Professional  Physical  Therapy  Program  received  an 
excellent  oral  report  from  a three-member  team  from  the  Commission  on 
Accreditation  in  Physical  Therapy  Education.  The  Commission  will  vote  on  final 
accreditation  status  at  the  end  of  this  month. 

As  the  Institute  embarks  on  its  twentieth  anniversary  year,  we  are  proud  of  our 
many  accomplishments.  At  the  same  time,  it  has  become  increasingly  clear  to  us 
that  the  Institute  must  set  its  future  objectives  in  the  context  of  a dramatically  and 
swiftly  changing  health  care  environment.  Following  a year  of  intensive  and 
extensive  strategic  and  business  planning,  the  Trustees  of  the  MGH  Institute, 
together  with  the  Trustees  and  Administration  of  the  MGH,  have  agreed  on  an 
initiative  to  seek  new  and  creative  alliances  that  will  secure  the  Institute’s  future 
and  ensure  the  integrity  and  continuing  excellence  of  its  academic  programs.  One 
clear  possibility  that  will  be  explored  is  an  alliance  with  another  academic 
institution  through  with  the  Institute  could  reduce  its  “infrastructure”  costs  and 
improve  student  and  faculty  services.  For  both  the  IHP  and  the  MGH,  preserving 
the  quality,  integrity,  and  effectiveness  of  the  Institute’s  academic  programs  for 
students  and  faculty  - now  and  in  the  future  - is  the  most  important  goal  driving 
the  planning  process. 

The  Institute  has  also  welcomed  new  leadership  with  the  appointment  of  Ann  W. 
Caldwell  as  Interim  President,  effective  October  1,  1997.  Ann  has  come  to  the 
Institute  from  Brown  University  where  she  served  as  Vice  President  for 
Development  since  1991.  Her  background  includes  periods  at  the  Harvard 


Graduate  School  of  Education  and  Wheaton  College  and  a rich  array  of 
experience,  including  academic  administration,  teaching,  publishing,  strategic 
planning,  and  fundraising.  She  succeeds  Dr.  Maureen  W.  Groer  who,  for  health 
and  personal  reasons,  decided  to  return  home  to  Tennessee  and  to  take  up  the 
position  of  Associate  Dean  for  Research  in  the  College  of  Nursing  at  the 
University  of  Tennessee  in  Knoxville.
